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GENERAL INTRODUCTION. 

The organization of the American Poultry Association was 
effected at Buffalo, New York, February, 1873, by delegates 
from different state and county associations, prominent 
breeders, fanciers, and other interested persons from different 
sections of the United States and Canada. Mr. W. H. Church- 
man of AA'ilmington, Delaware, was the first president and 
Mr. J. M. Wade of Philadelphia, the first secretary. 

At that time the fundamental object of this organization 
was to standardize the different varieties of domestic and 
ornamental fowls, and to that end, a complete Standard of 
Excellence for all varieties then recognized, was formulated 
and adopted which was recommended as the guide for judg- 
ing at all poultry exhibitions. The American Poultry Asso- 
ciation has since broadened its scope. Its annual conventions 
have visited nearly all of our large industrial centers. 

The first edition of the Standard was issued in February, 
1874. It has been followed by several revised editions but 
the work of the first Standard makers was so thorough, ac- 
curate and far-seeing that but few changes, and those of 
minor importance, have been necessary. Many new breeds 
and varieties, nearly all of later origin, have been admitted. 
After a few editions, the title "Standard of Excellence" 
was changed to read "Standard of Perfection" as one, theoreti- 
cally at least, more in accord with its prescribed ideals. 

Until 1905, all editions contained text descriptions only, and 
no attempt was made to delineate ideal fowls. The 19(i5 
edition contains this innovation. The illustrations were line 
drawings by the best known poultry artists of that time. 
These were received with approval, in sufficient measure, so 
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that the plan of presenting outline illustrations of many of the 
leading varieties was continued. The type of illustrations was, 
however, changed to half-tone illustrations of retouched and 
idealized photographs of living specimens. These appeared in 
the 1910 edition after having been approved by the Thirty- 
nfth Annual Convention. 



INTRODUCTION TO THE 1915 
EDITION. 

It has been the general policy of the American Poultry 
Association to revise the Standard of Perfection every five 
years. In deference to this policy and in compliance with the 
constitutional requirement, a standard Revision Committee of 
seven, representing as far as possible the interests of all sec- 
tions of the country and of the different breed classifications, 
was appointed by the President at the thirty-sixth annual 
meeting at Denver, Colorado, August 9th, 1911, to recommend 
such changes in the text and illustrations of the 1910 edition 
as seemed advisable. The first meeting of this committee 
was held at Indianapolis in 1913. 

In order to do the most efficient work the committee was 
divided into several sub-committees. According to a pre- 
vious plan, the Chairman of each sub-committee had been in 
touch with the officials of the corresponding specialty clubs 
and with the most experienced and enthusiastic breeders of 
the varieties under consideration. Conferences with those in- 
terested, particularly with those who were advocating the ad- 
mission of new breeds or varieties, were also sought. 

A complete report was adopted at this meeting, subject to 
such changes and additions as might seem advisable before 
the thirty-eighth annual meeting. Further hearings were held 
at Atlantic City prior to the opening of the annual meeting. 
The report presented was, after some amendment, adopted by 
the Association at the thirty-eighth annual meeting at Atlantic 
City, August 13th, 14th and 15th, 1913. 

The committee elected four of its members to serve with 
the Chairman as a committee to edit and publish the 1915 
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edition. This action was ratified by the executive committee 
and Association. The committee was given power to con- 
tract with artists for new illustrations or for the revision of 
old ones and instructed to report at the thirty-ninth annual 
meeting. 

In the interval intervening, the committee held further con- 
ferences with breeders and fanciers representing different in- 
terests and with the artists engaged to prepare the illustrations, 
which it was decided should be retouched and idealized photo- 
graphs of living models. The final report was presented to 
the thirty-ninth annual meeting In Chicago, August 11th, 12th, 
13th and 14th, 1914. All the illustrations as far as completed 
were submitted to the members of the Association present 
for criticism. The report with few amendments and minor 
changes voted in the illustrations was adopted by the Associa- 
tion. 

The 1915 edition of the Standard of Perfection as herein 
presented embodied all changes, recommendations, and in- 
structions of the thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth annual meet- 
ings, both as to text and illustrations. 



TO THE POULTRY ASSOCIATIONS OF 
AMERICA 

Recognizing your loyalty to The American Poultry Asso- 
ciation, and believing- that a few general rules will be bene- 
ficial in conducting poultry exhibitions at which The American 
Standard of Perfection is advertised to govern the placing of 
the awards, we submit the following, with the request that the 
same importance he attached to them as to other parts of the 
Standard : 

Poultry associations at whose exhibitions The American 
Standard of Perfection is used, are requested to give prefer- 
ence to judges who are members of The American Poultry As- 
sociation. Judges who are members of this organization are ac- 
credited thereby, to the extent of being in good standing, and it 
is reasonable to conclude that they will apply properly the law 
of the Association as contained in its Standard. 

Judges employed by you should be required to follow and 
apply the Standard literally, carefully considering each section 
of every specimen, according to the scale of points provided for 
the several breeds. No section is to be ignored. Each section 
is regarded as important by The American Poultry Association, 
and should a judge pass a specimen without considering all 
points, the exhibitor shall be allowed the privilege of protest- 
ing the decision, and such protest is to be entertained and 
properly disposed of by the local association. 

Protests are to be entertained by local associations only in 
cases of apparent dishonesty, ignorance or carelessness on the 
part of the judge. In scoring the specimens in dispute, the 
judge, together with the president and secretary of the local as- 
sociation (or representatives appointed by the management of 
the local association), shall constitute a committee of three, and 
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the majority decision of this committee shall be final. Score 
cards made out by the judge in deciding protested awards are to 
be retained by the local association. 

When protests are entertained, where the judging has been 
done by score card, the specimens under dispute shall be re- 
scored by the judge, he to act as a member of the committee of 
three, as provided, the re-scoring to be done in the jiresence of 
the oth3r two members of the committee on protests. 

Protests are not to be entertained except when made in 
writing, and the p:rson making same shall deposit with the sec- 
retary of the local association the sum of five dollars, this 
money to be returned to the person making the protest if his 
protest be sustained; if protest be not sustained, the deposit be- 
comes the property of the local association. 

A uniform style of score card is recommended, with a view 
to having all associations use the same scale of points, and 
thus assist in making the work of the judges more accurate and 
uniform. The form of score card printed in this book is used 
and recommended by a large majority of the leading judges. It 
is not copyrighted, and local associations are requested to use 
it, each card to bear these words : "Official Score Card of 
The American Poultry Association." 

Special consideration is to be given the matter of Standard 
weights and proper size at score-card shows and at comparison 
shows, respectively. Each specimen at all score-card shows 
shall be correctly weighed, regardless of circumstances. The 
practice of allowing a few ounces is expressly forbidden, inas- 
much as it works great injustice. It has a harmful influence 
on the judge, the exhibitor, the local association and the indus- 
try at large, and many times deprives prudent and worthy fan- 
ciers of prizes rightfully due them. 

Any exhibitor found guilty of faking, or of showing bor- 
rowed birds, shall be debarred from competition and shall for- 
feit any prize or prizes that may have been awarded him.

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It is respectfully recommended that local associations, spe- 
cialty clubs, and other organizations, advertise in their premium 
lists and otherwise that their exhibitions will be conducted un- 
der the rules of The American Poultry Association, and that 
the instructions to judges, general disqualifications, and other 
previsions and requirements of The American Standard of 
Perfection shall govern.

GLOSSARY OF TECHNICAL TERMS. 



Barring : Bars or stripes extending across a feather at right an- 
gles to its length, or nearly so. (See illustrations, figures 3, 
and 4.) 
Beard : In chickens, a group of feathers pendant from the 
throat, as in Houdans and Polish. (See illustration, figure 10.) 
In turkeys, a tuft of coarse, bristly hairs, four 
to six inches long, projecting from the upper 
part of breast of mature males. (See pages 360 
and 366.) 
Bean : A hard, bean-shaped protuberance grow- 
ing at the tip of the upper mandible of a water 
fowl. (See illustration, figure 12.) 
Beak : The projecting mouth parts of chickens and 
turkeys, consisting of upper and lower 
mandible. (See illustrations 1 and 2.) 
Bill: The projecting mouth 
parts of water fowl, con- 
sisting of upper and lower 
mandible. (See illustra- 
tion, figure 13.) 
Blade : The rear part of a sin- 
gle comb, back of the last 
well defined point, usually 
extending beyond the crown of the head, 
smooth and free from serrations. (See 
illustration, figure 6.) 
Brassiness : Having the color of brass, yellow- 
ish. A serious defect in all breeds, except 
Games and Game Bantams. 
Breed : A race of fowls, the members of which 
maintain distinctive shape characteristics 
that they possess in common. Breed is 
a broader term than variety. Breed in- 
cludes varieties, as, for example, the 
Barred, White and Buflf varieties of the 
Plymouth Rock breed. Figufe 

Breeder : A broad, general term that designates ^mZ""^ '''■'"'"■'"• ""'

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the poultry raiser who produces fowls for any special pur- 
pose with the object of improving their value or in conformity 
with an agreed standard of excellence. 

Cape: The short feathers on the back underneath the hackle, 
collectively shaped like a cape. 

Carriage : The attitude, bearing or style of a bird. 

Caruncles: Small, fleshy protuberances, — as on 
the head of a turkey. 

Carunculated : Having caruncles. 

Caxernous: Applied to the hollow protruding nos- 
trils of the crested breeds. 

Chicks : The young of the domestic hen, properly 
applied until the sex can be distinguished ; some- 
times used to designate specimans less than a 
year old. 

Chickens: Specifically, the young of the domestic 
hen prior to the development of adult plumage ; 
used as a general term to designate all domestic 
fowls, except turkeys, ducks and geese. 

Cock : A male fowl one year old and over. 

Cockerel: A male fowl less than one year old. 

Comb : The fleshy protuberance growing on top of 
a fowl's head. The Standard varieties of combs 
are : Single, rose, pea, V-shaped and strawberry, all others 
being modifications of these. (See illustrations, figures 6, 7, 
8, 9, 10 and 11.) 

Condition : The state of a fowl in regard to health, cleanliness 
and order of plumage. 

Coverts: See tail, flight and wing coverts. (See illustrations, 
figures 1 and 2.) 

Creaminess : Having the color of cream ; light yellow. 

Crest : A crown or tuft of feathers on the head of a fowl. (See 
illustration, figure 10.) 

Crop : The receptacle in which a fowl's food is accumulated be- 
fore it passes to the gizzard. 

Cushion : The mass of feathers at the rear of back of a fowl, 
partly covering the tail ; most pronounced in Cochin females. 
(See Cochin illustrations.) 

Dewlap: A pendulous skin development under throat. 

Disqualification : A deformity or serious defect that renders 
a fowl unworthy to win a prize. 

Disqualified : Applied to a fowl that is unworthy to win a prize.

Fluff : The soft feathers about thighs and poste- 
rior part of fowl ; also the soft downy part of a 
feather. (See illustrations, figures 1, 3 and li.) 
Foreign Color : Any color on a feather that dif- 
fers from the color prescribed for such feather ^eathe 
as a part of the plumage of a Standard-bred fowl. 
Frosting : A marginal edging or tracing of color on feather of 
laced, spangled and penciled varieties. (See illustration, 
figure 15.) 
Gipsy Color : Dark purple, approaching black. 
FIackle: The neck plumage of males, formed of the hackle 
feathers. (See illustration, figure 1.) 
FL^CKLE Feathers : The long, narrow feathers 
growing on the neck of male. (See illustra- 
tions, figures 1, 4 and 17.) 
Hangers : A term sometimes applied to the smaller 
sickles and tail coverts of male. (See illustra- 
tion, figure 1.) 
Head : That part of a fowl composed of skull and 
face, to which the comb, crest, beak, wattles 
and ear-lobes are attached. 
Hen-Feathered : A male bird that resembles a hen, 
owing to the absence of sickles, pointed hackle 
feathers, etc., is said to be "hen-feathered."

Lopped Comb : A comb falling over to one 
side. To disqualify (see "General Dis- 
qualifications") a single comb, some 
portion must fall below the horizontal 
plane where the comb begins to lop;

Plumage : The feathers of a fowl. 

Poult: The young of the domestic turkey, properly applied 
until sex can be distinguished, when they are called cock- 
erels and pullets. 

Poultry : Domestic fowls reared for exhibition, 
for the table, or for their eggs or feathers. 

Primaries: (See "Flights" and illustrations, fig- 
ures 1, 2 and 38.) 

Profile: A direct side view of a fowl. Applied 
to live specimens and to illustrations. 

Pillet: a female fowl less than a y:ar old. 

Quill: The hollow, horny, basal part or stem of 
a feather. (See "Shaft" ; also illustration, fig- 
ure ]4.) 

Rose Comb : A low, solid comb, the upper surface 
free from hollow center and covered with 
small rounded points. This comb terminates 
in a well-developed spike which may turn up- 
ward, as on Hamburgs ; be nearly level, as on 
Rose Comb Leghorns ; or turn downward, as on \\'yandotles. 
(See illustrations, figures 1, 2, 7 and 20.) 

Rump: The rear portion of the back of a duck or other fowl. 

Saddle : The rear part of the back of a male bird, extending to 
the tail and covered by the saddle feathers. (See illustra- 
tion, figure 1.) 

Saddle Feathers: The feathers growing out of the saddle. (See 
illustration, figure 1.) 

Saddle ITackle : The long, nar- 
row, pointed feathers grow- 
ing from a male bird's sad- 
dle and drooping at the sides. 

Sc.\ly Legs : Incrustations or 
deposits upon and beneath 
the scales of a fowl's legs. 

Scoop Bill: A basin like cavity 
in the center of bill of a wa- 
ter fowl. (See illustration,

bECONDARiEs: The long quill 

feathers that grow on the second joint or fore-arm of a 
fowl's wing, visible when the wing is folded. With the 
primaries, they constitute the main feathers of the wing. ( See 
illustrations, figures 1, 2, and 38.) 
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Smaller Sickles : See "Sickles." 

Solid Color — Self Color: A uniform color, unmixed with any 

other. 
Serrated: Notched along the edge like a saw. 
Serration : A V-shaped notch between the points of a single 

comb. 
Shaft : The stem of a feather, especially the part filled with 

pith, which bears the barbs. (See illustrations, figures 14 

and 26.) 
Shafting : The shaft of the plume portion of a feather, being 

lighter or darker in color than the web of 

the feather. (See illustrations, figures 14 

and 26.) 
Shank : The portion of a fowl's leg below the 

hock, exclusive of the foot and toes. (See 

illustrations, figures 1 and 2.) 
Sickles : The long, curved feathers of the mal :; 

bird's tail, properly applied to the top pair 

only, but sometimes used in referring to 

the prominent tail-coverts, which are also 

called smaller sickles. (See illustrations, 

figures 1 and 2.) 
Side Sprig: A well-defined, pointed growth 

on the side of a single comb. (See illus- 
tration, figure 27.) 
Single Comb : A comb consisting of a single, 

thin, fleshy, serrated formation, rising from the beak and 

extending backward over the crown of the head, and in males, 

beyond the head. (See illustration, figure 6.) 
Slipped Wing : A wing of a fowl not closely folded and held 

up in proper position; a defect resulting from injury or 

from weakness of muscles of wing. (See illustration, figure 
29.)

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INSTRUCTIONS TO JUDGES. 



Merit: The merit of specimens shall be determined by a 
careful examination of all sections in the "Scale of Poiuls," be- 
ginning with symmetry and continuing through the list, deduct- 
ing from the full value of each section of a perfect specimen, for 
such defects as are found in the specimen. Judges must familiar- 
ize themselves with the scale of points of each breed they are to 
pass upon, to intelligently award prizes. And it must be under- 
stood that no more and no less value can be placed on any section 
than is provided for in the "Scale of Points." And it shall be fur- 
ther understood that this system must be applied whether judged 
by score .card or comparison. The minimum cut for any section 
shall be one-fourth of one point. 

Weight: («) All specimens shall be judged according to 
their Standard weights, provided, however, that the disqualify- 
ing weight for chicks and poults shall not apply until December 
first of each year, (b) In all breeds of fowls having weight 
clauses, except Bantams, deduct two points per pound for amount 
lacking from standard weights, and in that proportion for any 
fractional part of a pound, using one-fourth pound as a minimum, 
the specimen to have the benefit of any fraction less than one- 
fourth pound, (c) In all varieties of Bantams, deduct one-half 
point per ounce for any excess over standard weights, (d) In all 
varieties of turkeys and geese, and in all varieties of ducks, ex- 
cept those prized for their smallness, having weight clauses, de- 
duct three points per pound for amount lacking from standard 
weights, and in that proportion for any fractional part of a pound, 
using one-fourth pound as the minimum, the specimen to have 
the benefit of any fraction less than one-fourth pound, (e) In 
all varieties of fowls, except Bantams, also in all varieties of tur- 
keys and geese, and all varieties of ducks except those prized for 
their smallness, when adult specimens are equal in score and are 
above or below standard weight, the one nearest weight shall be 
awarded the prize, except when one specimen is cut for weight, 
and the others are not, the specimen that is standard wf;ight or 
above shall be awarded the prize. (/) All chicks or immature 
specimens — except Bantams and those varieties prized for their 
smallness, — having an equal score, when cut for lack of weight, 
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the one of less weight shall be awarded the prize ; but when each 
of such specimens are of standard weight, or over, the one near- 
est weight shall be awarded the prize, (i:;) In all varieties of 
Bantams, and those varieties of ducks prized for their smallness, 
other things being equal, the smallest specimen shall win. (CAU- 
TION — The weight clause must not be understood to mean that 
a small, but over-fat specimen 
is within the spirit of the meaning 
of the Standard ; the size must b; 
proportionate to the weic;ht, pre- 
serving the ideal shap; and type 
of the Standard specimen.) 

Re-weiguing : The j u d g e 
may, at his option, demand the re- 
weighing of the specimens in 
competition, in all classes where 
Standard weights apply. 

Size: Size shall be deter- 
mined b)' comparison of the speci- 
mens. In all varieties (except 
Call and East India Ducks), hav- 
ing a s ction termed "Size," and 
not being subject to weight 
clauses, the largest specimen, oth- 
er things being e(|ual, shall win; 
in Call and East India Ducks this 
rule is reversed and the smallest 
sp:cimens shall win. 

Wtng Di\isto\ : In discount- 
ing the color of wings, the section .siionkl be divided into three sep- 
ar.ii ' parts, allowing two jioints for frcjnts, wing-bow and bar; two 

for primaries and pri- 
mary-coverts ; two for sec- 
ondaries ; and no greater 
value can be placd on any 
one of these parts.

cocks of all parti-colored varieties, which may be awarded first 
prize, provided they score 88 points or more. For each receding 
prize drop one point. A pen to win first prize must score 180 
points or more, unless it contains a cock of a parti-colored va- 
riety, in which case 178 points or more may win first prize; but 
first prize shall not be given on a pen if the male in pen scores 
less than 88 points. No prize shall be awarded an exhibition pen 
if any specimen in the pen scores less than 8.5 points. 

Judges shall not b2 required to score turkeys or water fowls. 
Sweepstake Prizes: In competition for sweepstake prizes, 
when solid-colored specimens compete with parti-colored speci- 
mens, white specimens shall be handicapped two points each, 

black specimens one and one-half 
points each, and buff specimens one 
point each ; after such reduction, 
the specimen having the highest 
score, or the specimens having the 
highest average or combined 
score shall be awarded the prize. 
Bantams, water fowl or tur- 
keys are not eligible to compete 
for sweepstake prizes. 

Old and Young Specimens: 
All other points being equal, 
where prizes are offered on old 
and young specimens competing 
together, the former shall be 
awarded the prizes. 
Faking : Faking of any description shall debar from com- 
petition specimens so treated. (See Glossary for what is meant 
by "Faking.") 

Ckeaminess and Brassiness: In White varieties, except 
where the color of plumage is specified as creamy-white, the 
presence of brassiness on surface, or creaminess of c(uills or un- 
der-color, is a serious defect and is to be discounted accordingly. 

Bleaching by means of chemicals is such a harmful practice 
that where it is proven by other evidence than the condition of 
the specimen cr specimens, such bleached specimen or specimens 
shall be considered faked and disqualified. 

Score of Exfiieition Pen: To ascertain the score of an 
exhibition pen, add the scores of the females together and divide 
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Tail Carried at Angle of 45 ])e 
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Figure 41. 
Tail Carried at Angle of 50 De- 
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the sum by the number of females in the pen ; to the (luotient thus 
obtained add the score of the male, and this sum shall be the score 
of the exhibition pen. 

Dated Score Cards: All 
score cards made out by judges 
applying the Standard are to be 
dated with ink, indelible pen:il or 
stamp on the date the specimens 
are judged. 

Defective Score Card: It 
shall be considered irregular for a 
judge to sign a score card unless 
the weight of all breeds and varie- 
ties having Standard weights is 
considered, regardless of the sea- 
son. 

Private Scoring : Private 
scoring of specimens is not ad- 
visable and members of this AS- 
SOCIATION are directed not to lend their support to the prac- 
tice as a selling method. Judges are ordered to weigh each speci- 
men and apply the proper cut and to make proper cuts for th: 
condition of the specimen at the time the fowl is scored. 

Ties : In case of ties between two or more specimens that 
cannot be broken by any of the previous rules, the specimen re- 
ceiving the smallest total sum of cuts for shape shall be awarded 
the prize. In case of ties on exhibition pens, when the tying pens 
contain either all old or all young specimens, the adult pen shall 
win ; when the tying pens are both adult or both young, the pen 
containing the highest scoring male shall win ; when the tying 
pens contain females of mixed ages, the pen containing the high- 
est scoring male shall win ; when one of the pens contains all hens 
or all pullets, while the other contains females of mixed ages, the 
pen having all the females either adult or young shall win ; when 
the tie cannot be broken by any of the above rules, the pen con- 
taining the lowest total of shape cuts in the five main shape sec- 
tions shall win. 

IN APPLYING THE COMPARISON SYSTEM. 

Typical Shape: In awarding prizes by comparison, judges 

must consider carefully each and every section of the specimen, 

according to the Scale of Points and not allow color alone, or any 

one or two sections to influence their decisions. The vital im- 
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portance of typical shape is to be borne constantly in mind, at the 
same time giving due consideration to color in all sections, includ- 
ing under-color. 

Handling: All specimens in competition must be handled 
and examined by the judge, except those that show decided 
inferiority as seen in coops. 

Disqualifying Weights: Specimens falling below disqual- 
ifying weights after December first of each year must be debarred 
from competition, except Bantams, which, when exceeding dis- 
qualifying weights, shall suffer a like penalty. 

Standard Size: In determining size, the judge shall decide 
by comparing the specimens in competition with due regard to 
weight in all breeds and varieties, where weight is required by the 
Standard. When a bird fails to attain, or in case it exceeds, the 
size proportionate with the type or shape, it must be discounted 
quite severely. 

Bantam Type : While smallness of size is desirable in all 
Bantams, no specimen shall be entitled to win over a larger bird 
simply because of its small size; it must conform to the type de- 
manded for the breed it represents. 

Game Type : In judging Games, Game Bantams, and Suma- 
tras, it is imperative that shape be considered of greatest impor- 
tance. Specimens lacking in this essential breed characteristic 
shall not be awarded first honors, even if there hz no competition. 

Color Defects : A few, very small, grayish specks in white 
fowls shall not debar a specimen, that is otherwise superior in 
color, from winning over one less typical in shape and sound in 
color ; provided, however, that the gray specks do not appear 
prominently in the primary, secondary or main tail feathers. 

Scaly Legs : A fowl whose legs and toes are so deformed 
by what is called "Scaly Legs," as to hide or appear to have de- 
stroyed the color, shall not be awarded a first prize. 

NOTE: Under the comparison system, judges must deduct 
the full valuation of the cuts in all sections, where a specified cut 
is made under the heading of "Cutting for Defects." 

GENERAL DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

NOTE: If, in applying the Standard of Perfection, judges 
find any of the defects described below, they shall disqualify the 
specimen and state on the proper card or blank the nature of the 
disqualification : 

Specimens unworthy of a score or lacking in breed charac- 
teristics. 
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In the Asiatic breeds, except Langshans, and in Cochin Ban- 
tams and Booted White Bantams, shanks not feathered down 
outer sides, outer toes not feathered to the last joint. In Cochin 
and Cochin Bantams bare middle toes. 

In Langshans, shanks not feathered down the outer sides ; 
feathers not growing beyond the middle joint of the outer toe. 

In Silkies and Sultans, shanks not feathered down the 
outer sides. 

In all breeds required to have unfeathered shanks, any 
feather or feathers, stubs or down on shanks, feet or toes ; or 
unmistakable indications of feathers, stubs or down having been 
plucked from same. 

Plucked hocks. 

\\'ebb feet in any breed of chickens. 

In four-toed breeds, more or less than four toes on either 
foot. In five-toed breeds, more or less than five toes on either 
foot. 

Legs and toes of color foreign to the breed. 

A wing showing clipped flights or secondaries, or both, 
except in wild geese or ducks, shall disqualify the specimen and 
debar it from competition. 

Deformed beaks. 

Decidedly wry tails. 

Crooked backs. 

In all Ducks and Geese, twisted wings, crooked backs, de- 
cidedly wry tails. 

Lopped Combs, except in Mediterranean, Continental and 
Dorking females. Rose Combs falling to one side, or so large as 
to obstruct sight. Combs foreign to the breed. Split combs. 
(See illustrations, figures 19, vO and '28.) 

The comb on a specimen which merely turns over a trifle 
from the natural upright position is not to disqualify. 

Side sprig or sprigs on all single comb varieties. (See illus- 
tration, figure 27.) 

Absence of spike in all rose comb varieties, except Silkies, 
"Malays and Malay Bantams. 

Entire absence of main tail feathers. 

Decidedly squirrel tail in all breeds, except Japanese Ban- 
tams. 

Positive enamel white in the face of Mediterranean cocker- 
els and pullets except White Faced Black Spanish. 

In varieties where positive enamel white in ear-lobes is a 
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disqualification, judges shall disqualify for unmistakable evi- 
dence of an attempt to remove the defect. 

Absence of crest or beard in any variety described as Crest- 
ed or Bearded, or any appearance of crest or beard in any va- 
riety where not called for. 

Absence of knob in young, or absence of knob or dewlap 
in adult specimens of African Geese. 

Absence of knob in Chinese Geese. 

In any breed having weight clauses, except Turkeys and 
Bantams, a specimen falling more than two pounds below Stand- 
ard weight. 

In all varieties of Turkeys, specimens falling more than six 
pounds below Standard weight. 

In all varieties of Bantams, specimens more than four ounces 
above Standard weight. 

Black in the bean or bill of Pekin or Aylesbury drakes. (See 
illustration, figure 12.) 

Faking in any manner shall disqualify the specimen. 

Under all disqualifying clauses, the specimen shall have the 
benefit of the doubt. 

NOTE: In all varieties of fowls, red pigment on sides or 
back of shanks not to be considered a defect. 

CUTTING FOR DEFECTS. 
These cuts should not be confused with nor take precedence 
over the valuation given each section in the Scale of Points of 
all varieties.

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PLYMOUTH ROCKS 

Plymouth Rocks are classified as "general purpose fowls.'' 
The pioneer variLty, the Barred Plymouth Rock, then called 
Plymouth Rock, was first exhibited in 1869 at Worcester, Mass. 
They are a composite of several different blood lines, the first and 
most prominent of which were the Black Cochin and Dominique. 

In size the Plymouth Rock is intermediate between the Asiatic 
and Mediterranean breeds, the most typical and useful specimens 
are those which are nearest to Standard weights. 

The six varieties are identical, except in color. The color of 
the Barred variety is exceedingly difficult to describe ; in fact, the 
true and exact shades can be learned only by observation ; the col- 
ors should be modified black and white in all sections, each feather 
crossed by regular, narrow, parallel, sharply defined, dark bars 
that stop short of positive black ; the overlapping of the feather^ 
producing a bluish tinge when viewed under certain light 
reflections. 

TheWhite variety — plumage pure white, as the name indicates, 
should be free from creaminess and brassiness. The combination 
of pure white plumage, with bright red comb, face, wattles and 
ear-lobes, and yellow legs and beak is both desirable and ob- 
tainable. 

The color of plumage of the Buff variety should be a rich 
golden-buff, free from shafting or mealy appearance, while ex- 
tremes of light and dark shades should be avoided, and a har- 
monious blending" of buff in all sections is most desired. 

The contrast of black with white in males and with steel- 
gray in females will attract many to the Silver Penciled 
variety. The exquisite penciling with the rich plumage and ma- 
hogany surface of the Partridge female and the brilliant red and 
greenish-black plumage of the male, give the breeders of this va- 
riety an opportunity of testing their skill in mating that is eqtialed 
in but few varieties of Standard fowls. The Columbians with 
their white breasts, backs and wing bows sharply contrasting with 
the black markings of necks and tails, present also an attractive 
color scheme.

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WYANDOTTES. 

The Wyandottes are of American origin and were known in 
their early hisiory by several names. Each section of the country 
where they were found seems to have had a name that was 
given by the breeder who first introduced them. They were known 
as Sebrights, Mooneys, American Sebrights and by a number of 
names which their peculiar markings indicated. The name "Wy- 
andotte" was not applied until they were admitted to the Standard 
in 1883. Just what breeds entered into the first Silver Wyan- 
dottes it is impossible to say. That Dark Brahmas and Silver 
Spangled Hamburgs were two of them has been proven, as a cross 
of these two breeds produces fowls that resemble them, but fail in 
shape and partly in color, showing that some other — [unknown] 
cross was added. They have, since their admission to the Stand- 
ard, been one of the popular middle-weight breeds. 

In shape the Wyandotte has a type peculiarly its own. It is 
emphatically a bird of curves. Breeders should strive to maintain 
the short, broad back and deep, round body ; also, the curved, 
close-fitting comb which adds to the b;auty of the specimen. 

The wide range of color found in the eight varieties allows 
every admirer to indulge his fancy. Each variety has points of 
color difficult to obtain, but, when obtained, places a high valua- 
tion on the specimen. Whichever variety one may choose, he will 
find interesting color problems to solve. In the Whites, it will 
be how to secure pure white plumage and escape creaminess and 
hrassiness : in the Blacks, how to obtain glossy greenish black, 
without the purple barring: in the Silvers, how to obtain silvery 
hackles and saddles free from brassiness ; large, oval, white cen- 
ters free from mossiness ; and breast lacings free from white edg- 
ings : in the Goldens, how to get the correct shade of golden-bay, 
which in this variety supplants the white of the Silvers : in the 
Rufifs, how to secure an even shade of rich, golden buff, and to 
avoid the out-cropping of black and white : in the Partridge and 
Silver Penciled varieties, how to obtain the rich foundation color 
with distinct, clean-cut lacings in the necks and backs of males, 
with the fine triple penciling in females : in the Columbians, how 
to keep the surface of necks, backs and wing-bows of males free 
from brassiness and secure distinct lacings in necks, with black 
tails, laced coverts and black and white wings in males and 
females.

They are an American production which have been bred in 
large numbers for practical purposes in Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts, and adjoining states for about half a century, taking the 
name of Rhode Island from that State when first admitted to the 
Standard. They are believed to have originated from crosses of 
the Asiatics, Mediterranean and Games. Their chief character- 
istics are oblong shape, compact form and red color.

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BRAHMAS. 

The Brahma male should have that strength and grace of car- 
riage which naturally belongs to a well proportioned fowl of its 
size and finish. The head, when well furnished, adds style and 
character to the specimen's commanding appearance. The body 
should be large, well rounded and free from any tendency to ex- 
cessive fiufif. The Standard does not provide for apparent cushion 
in Brahmas, either on male or female. The Brahma male should 
be of a distinctive type, unlike the Cochin in form and feather, 
being more compactly and firmly put together. The solidity of 
form and compactness of plumage unite in the standard Brahma 
male, to produce a finely proportioned fowl of large size and active 
nature. Comb, color and markings should be well defined, em- 
bodying the true Brahma characteristics. The Brahma female has 
the fine, graceful lines that properly belong to her as the mate ot 
the stately and powerful male of this breed. She lacks rotundity 
of form as compared with the full-feathered Cochin, her body 
being more compact and closely feathered. The proper sweep of 
back from saddle to tail is formed largely by the distinctiA'cly 
Brahma spread of tail, which continues and finishes the back line, 
and fills out the side lines to proper form, within the true contour 
of Brahma shape. 

Brahma Disqualifications. 

Vulture-like hocks ; shanks other than yellow or reddish-yellow.

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COCHINS. 

The Cochin male is very deep bodied, massive in appearance, 
:and maintains characteristic dignity of mien. The breast is car- 
ried low while the saddle or cushion is held well up and the whole 
body shows a tendency to lean forward. The outlines of every 
section should be wel! '"ounded and free from flat or concave sur- 
faces. The extraordinary profusion of long, loose plumage, and 
the great abundance of downy fiber in the under fluff, produce a 
large, bulky appearance, conveying the idea of even greater 
weight than exists. Hard or close-fitting plumage is a very 
serious defect. The Cochin female should correspond, in a fem- 
inine way, with the male, but should be shorter and rounder, pos- 
sessing a more plump appearance. The back of the Cochin fe- 
male seems shorter than it really is, owing to the difference in 
character of the neck and cushion plumage. The cushion is more 
pronounced than in the male, being very large and full, rising 
from the cape, and very nearly covering the tail. The head, 
comb, wattles, and ear-lobes are much smaller than in the male, 
and are of fine texture.

shoulders, very broad, flat under hackle ; saddle or cushion rising 
at base of hackle or cape, very broad and round ; plumage, very 
profuse and long; saddle feathers, flowing over tips of wings 
and mingling with fluff and under-plumage of tail. 

Tail: Main tail, short, well spread at base, filled underneath 
with profusion of soft feathers ; sickles, short, well rounded and 
enveloped by coverts and smaller sickles, showing as little of the 
stiff feathers as possible; saddle and tail to have soft, round, 
bulky appearance. 

Breast : Carried forward, very full, well rounded, of great 
breadth and depth. 

Body and Fluff: Body, of moderate length, broad, deep, 
well rounded from point of breast to abdomen, well let down be- 
tween the legs, broad and well rounded from breast bone to tail, 
depending more on length of feathers for fullness than on mus- 
cular development ; fluff, full, soft, abundant. 

Legs and Toes: Thighs, of moderate length; very strong, 
large, straight, set well apart ; the more long, soft, outstanding 
plumage, extending well down the shanks and covering knee or 
hock joints, the better, having the appearance of two great globes 
of feathers concealing the legs from view ; hocks, covered with 
flexible feathers, curving inward about the joints; free from vul- 
ture-like feathering; shanks, short, stout, in bone; plumage, long, 
beginning just below hocks and covering front and outer sides 
of shanks, from which it should be outstanding, the upper part 
growing out from under thigh plumage and continuing into foot 
feathering. There should be no marked break in the outlines be- 
tween the plumage of these sections ; they should merge naturally 
into each other and blend together; toes, straight, stout, well 
spread ; middle and outer toes, heavily feathered to ends.

Hicad: Neat looking, fairly full in skull, fashioned after that 
of male, except liner in form; face of fine texture.

Tail : Short, broad at base, carried rather low ; well filled un- 
derneath with profusion of soft feathers and nearly enveloped by 
tail coverts, which help to form the cushion. 

Bre.\st: Carried low in front, full, well rounded, of great 
breadth and depth. 

Body and Fluff: Body, of medium length, broad, deep, full 
and well rounded from point of breast to abdomen, well let down 
between legs, full and round from breast bone to tail, with great 
length and fullness of feather; fluff, full, soft, profuse. 

Legs and Toes: Thighs, of medium length, moderately large, 
straight, strong, set well apart ; with great profusion of long, 
soft, outstanding flufl^ plumage, completely hiding hocks or knee ■ 
joints, and covering shanks almost to feet ; hocks should be well 
covered with profusion of soft, flexible feathers, curving inward 
about knee-joints; free from vulture-like feathers; shanks, short, 
stout in bone, covered profusely with long plumage ; toes, straight, 
well spread ; middle and outer toes, heavily feathered to ends.

The male develops great length of tail 
feathers, the sickles not uncommonly attaining a length of sixteen 
or seventeen inches. Its large, well spread tail, carried erect with 
abundant, close-lying saddle feathers, full-hackled neck and up- 
right carriage, give the effect of a short back. The surface of 
plumage throughout is close and smooth, being very brilliant with 
greenish reflections in the black and pure white in the white 
variety. The body, in both sexes of both varieties, should be 
evenly balanced on firm, straight legs, with very little backward 
bend at the knee-joints. The legs are sinewy, the toes long and 
slender, free from coarseness and the middle toes should be de- 
void of feathers. The height of the Langshans should be gained 
by depth of body and erectness of carriage and not from what 
may be described as stiltiness of legs. Close-standing knee-joints, 
and narrowness of body are highly objectionable.

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LEGHORNS. 

This breed originated in Italy. It comprises a group charac- 
terized by rather small size, yellow legs, white ear-lobes and great 
activity. Leghorns are hardy and prolific. The males are very 
alert in carriage. The females are non-sitters, very few of them 
showing a tendency to broodiness. The leghorn is essentially a 
breed oi alert carriage and graceful curves, and should be bred 
strictly on these lines. Short backs, short shanks and short bodies 
are objectionable. The nine varieties of Leghorns should be identi- 
cal, except in color and comb, while the wide range of plumage 
enables all admirers of the Leghorn to indulge their fancy. Each 
variety has its points of Ijeauty in plumage, some of which are ex- 
ceedingly difficult to produce, thus presenting intricate problems 
for the breeders to master. 

Leghorn Disqualifications. 
Red covering more than one-third the surface of ear-lolies in 
cockerels and pullets. (See general disqualifications.)

The lustrous greenish-black surface color of the Black variety 
should be free from purple ; the plumage of the White variety 
should be a pure white, free from foreign color ; the Buffs should 
be one uniform shade of rich, golden-buff throughout.

BLUE ANDALUSIANS.

The ground 
color of all sections, excepting hackle, back, wing-bows, sickles 
and tail coverts of males, should be a rich, even, medium shade 
of slaty-blue which should be defined by a clear and distinct lacing 
of a darker blue. The neck, back, saddle, wing-bows, sickles and 
tail-coverts of males should be a very dark lustrous blue. Anda- 
lusians that approach the standard requirements are especially at- 
tractive.

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DORKINGS. 

The Dorking is one of the oldest breeds of domestic fowls. The 
male is large, and his broad, deep, low-set body, which is nearly 
rectangular in shape, when \iewed from the side, combined with 
its short legs, gives the bird a very compact and solid appearance. 
The female closely resembles the male except in plumage, thougji 
she is not as large in size and is a trifle shorter in legs, and has 
a lower-set body. The skin and flesh of Dorkings are white. Dor- 
kings dififer from most other breeds in having five toes.

The breeders of these varieties should 
strive to maintain the true type and color of plumage; to hold the 
Buffs to one even shade of rich golden-buff, free from white or 
black ; the Blacks to a lustrous greenish-black throughout ; the 
Whites, to a pure white in all sections ; the Blues, to a clear, even, 
medium shade of slaty-blue, each feather having a clear and well 
defined lacing of a darker blue.

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POLISH. 

Polish, as pure bred fowls, are so long established that they 
antedate the history of standard bred fowls. We find them men- 
tioned as early as the 16th century and as a pure bred race, they 
are, no doubt, much older than even that date would indicate. 
Among all the domestic races of fowls, Polish take high rank as 
ornamental and beautiful. For a breed of moderate size, Polish 
are quiet and docile. Most conspicuous of all Polish character- 
istics is the crest. The range of color in the several varieties 
and the peculiar markings of the laced variety furnish the breed- 
ers rare opportunities of testing their skill.

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HAMBURGS. 

Hamburgs originated in Holland and derived their name 
from the city of Hamburg. They are one of our oldest stand- 
ard breeds and blood from at least two of the varieties has been 
used in establishing some of our most popular American breeds. 
Hamburgs breed remarkably true to type and specimens of all 
ages show symmetrical outlines. They are rather small; their 
plumage is close fitting and the markings in the Silver and Gold- 
en Spangled and Silver and Golden Penciled varieties rival the 
pheasant in beauty. The combs of all varieties are rather large 
for the size of the specimens. The difficulty of securing perfec- 
tion in the wide range of color found in the several varieties calls 
forth the greatest skill of the breeders. 

Hamburg Disqualificatiotis.

The Houdan is one of the oldest and best known of the French 
breeds. In shape and size it is similar to the Dorkings, and like 
it, the Houdan is highly esteemed for its meat qualities, while 
those who breed these birds greatly admire their glossy black 
feathers, regularly tipped with white and the full, round crest 
which is one of the most distinctive characteristics of the breed. 
The Standard weights are not placed unduly high, hence their at- 
tainment should be common in well bred fowls.

This activity, 
along with their handsome markings, makes them especially at- 
tractive. The Campines should be deep, long-bodied, not too 
broad across the shoulders, and rather flat on backs. Short backs 
and short shanks should be avoided. The plumage being close 
fitting, the specimens carry more weight than appearance indi- 
cates. The two varieties should be identical except in color.

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GAMES. 

The Game has a style of carriage peculiar to itself, which is 
generally described by the word "Station." A high-stationed 
specimen is desired. Shortness and closeness of feathering are 
of great importance, as loose feathered specimens invariably fail 
in shape of neck. The comb and wattles of the cock should be 
dubbed, in order to have the head and lower mandible smooth and 
free from ridges. Exceptionally large specimens are undesir- 
able, as overgrowth tends to coarseness at the expense of form 
and style of carriage, which are essential to superior quality in 
Games. 

Disqualifications. 

Cocks not dubbed ; artificial coloring; trimming or plucking 
of feathers; duckfoot. (See general disqualifications.)

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ORNAMENTAL BANTAMS. 

Ornamental Bantams are bred chiefly for pleasure and fancy 
but they possess useful qualities as well. Among Ornamental 
Bantams, the Cochin and Brahma Bantams should be miniatures 
of the large Cochins and Brahmas in shape and color; the Black 
and White Rose-Combs should be counterparts of the graceful 
and stylish Hamburgs, carrying, however, wings and tails some- 
what larger in proportion to the body. They are the embodiment 
of grace, style and sprightliness. 

Sebright Bantams were originated in England and were the 
result of thirty years of painstaking care in mating and breeding. 
They are, perhaps, the greatest achievement of the fanciers' art 
in producing specimens of both sexes that are marvels of diminu- 
tive size and laced feathers in all sections. The feathers of both 
male and female are laced exactly alike. The low carriage of 
wings and well spread tail gi\e to these beautiful specimens a 
most distinctive and striking appearance. 

Japanese Bantams constitute one of the curiosities of the Ban- 
tam class. The disproportionately large comb, face, wings and 
tail of the male and remarkable shortness of legs are the chief 
characteristics. The tail is distinguished by the long sword- 
shaped sickles that are carried forward and upright to an unusual 
degree. 

Polish Bantams should be the same shape and plumage as 
large Polish varieties. 

The White Booted are distinct from the \\'hite Cochin Ban- 
tams in that they possess an abundance of stiff feathers, pro- 
nounced vulture-hocks, and an upright and sprightly carriage. 

The Mille Fleur variety was introduced into this country in 
1011 and is, therefore, comparatively new, but in England, Ger- 
'iany and Belgium is well known. It is a tri-colored variety of 
great beauty.

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SILKIES. 

Silkies derive their name from the pecuHar formation of the 
plumage, their feathers being webless and of a silky texture. This 
peculiarity lends attractiveness to the breed, as it is possessed by 
no other Standard fowl. In general appearance, they are short, 
have silky feathered legs, broad backs and profuse plumage. The 
length of the webless feathers is a particularly desirable feature. 
The contrast formed by the white plumage with the purple face 
is noticeable on account of its singularity ; in fact, the appearance 
of these specimens presents, throughout, a series of contradictions 
to the generally accepted laws which govern Standard-bred fowls. 

Disqualifications. 

Absence of crest or of fifth toe ; feathers not truly silky ; 
shanks not feathered down outer sides; vulture-hocks. (See 
general disqualifications.)

The body of White and Colored Muscovys should be long, 
broad and deep; the tail of good length, carried nearly horizon- 
tal; wings, large, long and powerful'; shanks and feet short anfl 
large; head of good size, the top covered with crest-like feath- 
ers, which are elevated under excitement. The sides of face should 
be covered with caruncles — the larger, the better. The male in 
both varieties is fully one-third larger than the female. 

The Runner Ducks are of moderate size and have a racy ap- 
pearance. The neck should be long and thin ; back, long, straight 
and narrow; breast, full, but not rounded, showing but little 
suggestion of keel ; carriage, erect. 

East India and Call Ducks — the bantams of the duck family 
— should be small in size, both male and female — the smaller, 
the better. The body should be short, well rounded and carried 
nearly horizontal. The head is small, the bill short and concave 
and the neck short and slender. 

The crested Whites have the general characteristics of the 
Pekins, except that they possess crests and are one pound lighter 
in weight.

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GEESE. 

The male of the Toulouse, Embden and African varieties — the 
heavy weights of the goose family — should be broad and flat in 
back, with deep, round, full breast and long body, — these features 
giving the bird a massive appearance. The head should be large, 
the neck of good length, and slightly arched, and the bird well 
balanced in carriage. The female should resemble the male, ex- 
cept that she is somewhat less massive. 

Chinese Geese are an ornamental variety of medium size, with 
long, arched necks, carried very upright, and having a large 
knob at base of beak. In body they are short and upright, the 
general effect being novel and striking. 

Wild or Canadian Geese, now domesticated, are seen most fre- 
quently in public parks. They are of medium size, with long 
arched, snake-like necks, and have small heads, carried well ele- 
vated, which gives them a bold and defiant appearance. 

Egyptian Geese are decidedly odd members of the goose fam- 
ily, being very different in most respects from the other standard 
varieties. Some writers have gone so far as to separate them 
from the goose tribe. Striking characteristics are their sm;dl and 
pugnacious disposition.

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TURKEYS. 

The turkey is evidently of American nativity. The Wild 
Turkey was found in great numbers by the pioneers in the East- 
ern, Southern and Western sections of the United States. They 
existed also in great numbers in Mexico. The Turkey w^as intro- 
duced into Europe from America. The Turkey male should be 
large in frame and deep in body, with a broad, round, full breast 
that varies in prominence according to the variety and gives the 
fowl a stately and majestic appearance. The head should be of 
good size, and the eyes possess an alert and bold expression. The 
legs and shanks must be large, straight and well set. The out- 
line of all sections should be in perfect symmetry. The Turkey 
female should be large in frame and deep in body, with a broad, 
round, full breast, being similar in all sections to the male, except 
finer in structure. She, too, is stately in appearance. The head 
should be of good size, with a bright, watchful eye ; the legs and 
shanks large, straight and well set, the outlines of each section 
conforming to those of the male, except in size.
